The  cover  photograph  is  the  old  Union  Station  located  on  Depot 
Street,  Palmer.  It  has  been  converted  to  a  commercial  enterprise  in 
recent  years.

Description:  The  building  is  in  the  shape  of  a  right-

A  tracks,  1 43  feet  on  the  NLN  tracks  and  a  base  of  77 
feet.  The  main  entrances  are  in  the  broad  ends  between 
the  roads.  The  main  waiting  room  occupies  the  center 
of  the  building.  A  covered  platform,  twenty  feet  wide, 
extends  entirely  around  the  building  being  about  300 
feet  long  on  the  NLN  side  and  400  feet  long  on  the  B  & 
A  side. 

The  exterior  is  several  shades  of  Monson  Granite  work- 
ed at  random  widths  and  lengths  with  beautiful 
Longmeadow  Brownstone  used  around  the  windows 
and  doors.  The  slate  roof  is  hipped  in  style  with  a 
skylight  over  the  waiting  room. 

The  interior  has  a  6  ft.  wainscotting  of  deep  red  press- 
ed brick  offset  with  colored  mortar.  Above  the  wainscot 
is  tongue  and  grooved  curved  red  oak  timbers 
(trusses).  The  two  massive  brick  arches  which  divide 
the  waiting  room  extend  the  elegance  and  durability  of 
the  over- all  design  of  this  beautiful  building.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Palmer  experienced  a  continuance  of  the 
same  problems  that  have  beset  us  for  several  years  now.  The  main  topic 
of  conversation  in  any  place  of  assembly  was  the  astronomical  rise  in  the 
cost  of  energy.  Double  digit  inflation  fueled  by  almost  weekly  increases  in 
the  cost  of  heating  oil,  gasoline  and  electricity  was  having  a  severe 
impact  on  our  standard  of  living.  Fuel  oil  was  selling  at  $1.10  at  year's 
end.  Gasoline  read  $1.19  at  the  pumps.  Food  prices  continued  to  escalate 
at  an  alarming  rate.  Despite  the  gloomy  outlook  the  people  in  the  United 
States  were  still  better  off  than  their  brethren  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 

A  new  president  was  elected  as  people  looked  for  new  hope  to  deal  with 
the  many  problems  which  faced  our  nation.  The  hostages  in  Iran  were 
released  after  444  days  in  captivity.  The  52  Americans  were  set  free  on 
January  20,  1981,  the  same  day  our  new  President,  Mr.  Ronald  W. 
Reagan,  was  inaugurated. 

The  big  news  in  Massachusetts  was  the  passage  of  Proposition  Two  and 
one-half  in  the  November  1980  elections.  The  name  Two  and  one-half  is 
derived  from  its  major  provision,  a  limit  on  local  property  taxes  to  2-1/2 
percent  of  full  and  fair  cash  value  of  the  property  being  taxed. 
Proposition  Two  and  one-half  also  contains  a  reduction  in  the  motor 
vehicle  excise  tax  to  $25  per  $1,000,  a  62  percent  slash.  It  repeals  fiscal 
autonomy  for  local  schools,  restricts  the  ability  of  the  state  to  force  new 
mandates  on  the  cities  and  towns  and  allows  renters  to  deduct  one-half  of 
their  annual  rent  payments  from  their  State  income  taxes. 

Supporters  of  Proposition  2-1/2  say  it  will  bring  fiscal  responsibility  to 
the  local  level,  force  the  legislature  to  come  to  grips  with  the  need  for  tax 
reform  and  help  rid  the  State  of  its  "Taxachusetts"  image. 

The  Town  of  Palmer  will  have  to  reduce  its  spending  in  fiscal  1982  by 
$428,000  over  the  level  of  fiscal  1981  to  comply  with  Proposition  2-1/2.  This 
will  reflect  in  moderate  to  severe  cuts  in  municipal  services,  quality  of 
education  and  will  result  in  increased  fees  for  local  permits  and  licenses. 
It  will  be  difficult  for  all  cities  and  towns  to  survive  unless  additional  State 
aid  is  provided  to  ease  the  financial  burden  placed  on  municipalities  by 
Proposition  2-1/2. 

Local  elections  were  held  on  April  22,  1980.  Mr.  William  J.  Lemanski 
was  re-elected  to  a  three-year  term  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Mr. 
Lemanski  was  first  elected  to  the  Board  in  1968.  The  Board  re-organized 
with  Mr.  Palmer  N.  Santucci,  Jr.,  being  elected  as  Chairman,  Mr. 
Edward  J.  Noonan  as  Vice  Chairman  and  Mr.  William  J.  Lemanski, 
Clerk. 

The  highlights  of  the  year  are  noted  below. 
Taxes 

The  tax  rate  rose  from  $32  to  $33  per  $1,000  valuation.  The  increase  was 
held  to  $1.00  with  the  aid  of  a  transfer  of  $500,000  from,  "Free  Cash". 
Inflation,  the  high  cost  of  energy  and  cost-of-living  salary  adjustments 
were  responsible  for  the  increase  in  the  tax  rate. 

Water  Pollution  Control  Project 

The  twenty  million  dollar  Water  Pollution  Control  Project  was 
completed  by  mid-summer  of  1980.  The  5.6  million  gallons  per  day 
wastewater  treatment  plant  located  in  Three  Rivers  began  limited 
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operations  in  the  Fall  of  1980.  The  system  includes  three  interceptor  lines 
and  five  pumping  stations.  Capacities  are  included  for  the  Town  of 
Monson,  South  Belchertown  and  Diamond-International  Corporation. 
Under  separate  agreement,  Monson,  Belchertown  and  Diamond 
International  will  pay  their  proportioned  share  of  the  local  capital  costs 
and  annual  operating  expense. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  with  their  Consulting  Engineers,  Tighe  & 
Bond,  Inc.  have  developed  a  system  of  sewer  user  charges  and  industrial 
cost  recovery  as  required  by  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
regulations.

Mr.  James  R.  Higgins,  Truck  Driver/Laborer,  hired  November  18, 1980 

Appropriate  ceremonies  for  an  official  opening  of  the  wastewater 
treatment  plant  are  planned  for  the  Spring  of  1981. 

Warren  Street  Reconstruction 

This  Federal  and  State  aided  project  is  awaiting  final  design  pending 
approval  of  an  Environmental  Impact  Report.  Estimated  time  of 
construction  is  approximately  Summer  of  1982.  The  approximate  cost  of 
the  project  was  $1,000,000.  However,  that  will  escalate  considerably 
before  construction  begins.  The  project  limits  along  Warren  Street 
extend  from  a  point  1,000  ft.  west  of  Mason  Street  to  the  intersection  of 
Route  67,  approximately  2.5  miles  easterly.  Project  improvements  will 
consist  of  a  new  and  wider  pavement,  mountable  flat  bituminous  concrete 
berms,  a  surface  drainage  system,  guard  rail,  pavement  markings  and 
flattening  of  curves  to  improve  sight  distances.  The  Federal  Government 
will  fund  70%  of  the  cost  and  the  State  will  fund  the  remaining  30%.  The 
Town  is  fortunate  to  have  this  project  approved  by  the  Mass.  Dept.  of 
Public  Works  with  no  local  monies  involved. 

Calkins  Road  Area  Sewer  Improvements 

A  State  grant  in  the  amount  of  $120,330  was  approved  in  August  of  1980 
for  sewer  improvements  on  Calkins  Road,  Breton  and  Terry  Streets  and 
Overlook  Drive.  This  represents  approximately  40%  of  the  eligible  costs. 
On  October  7, 1980,  Selectmen  awarded  the  contract  for  the  construction 
of  the  sewer  system  improvements  to  E.  M.  Duggan,  Inc.  and  J.  Gavigan 
Corporation  on  the  basis  of  their  lowest  eligible  and  responsible  unit  price 
bid  in  the  amount  of  $330,435.  Authorization  for  the  acceptance  of  the 
grant  and  approval  for  borrowing  $425,000  was  voted  under  Article  8  of 
the*  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  October  27, 1980.  This  vote  superseded 
the  votes  passed  at  Special  Town  Meetings  held  on  March  12,  1979  and 
June  16,  1980.  Construction  was  to  begin  within  seven  days  of  the 
execution  of  the  contract.  At  year's  end  the  project  had  not  begun  and  the 
Board  was  pursuing  avenues  under  the  contract  which  have  to  do  with 
failure  to  execute  within  the  time  frame  allowed  for  commencement  of 
the  work. 

Traffic  Signalization 

On  April  2,  1980,  the  Selectmen  received  word  from  the  Project  Review 
Committee  of  the  Mass.  Dept.  of  Public  Works  that  they  approved  the 
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reconstruction  of  traffic  signals  at  the  intersection  of  Thorndike  and  Park 
Streets,  the  intersection  of  North  Main  Street,  Main  Street  and  Thorndike 
Street  and  the  installation  of  a  mid-block  pedestrian  actuated  signal  on 
North  Main  Street.  The  Town  will  assume  only  the  cost  of  preliminary 
engineering  which  is  estimated  at  approximately  $11,000. 

Cablevision 

On  April  29,  1980  the  Selectmen  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  Times- 
Mirror  Cable  Television,  Pioneer  Valley  Cablevision,  Inc.  for  cablevision 
service  within  the  Town  of  Palmer  during  the  period  April  29,  1980 
through  April  28,  1990.  The  license  included  provisions  for  expansion  of 
the  system,  improvements  to  the  equipment  and  the  addition  of  Channel 
11  from  New  York. 

Contracts 

During  the  year  the  Selectmen  entered  into  the  following  contracts : 

Operation  of  the  Sanitary  Landfill  with  Mr.  Bennett  DeSantis,  Bacon 
Road,  Ware,  Mass.  for  a  period  of  two  years  beginning  July  1,  1980  at  a 
cost  of  $59,664.96  for  the  two-year  period. 

Ambulance  Service  with  Para-Medic  Ambulance  Service,  Inc., 
Springfield,  Ma.  for  one  year  from  7/1/80  to  6/30/81  at  the  contract  price 
of  $43,000.  The  charge  to  the  patient  would  be  $60  with  no  mileage  charge 
to  residents  of  the  Town  of  Palmer  for  transportation  within  the  Town 
limits. 

Garbage  Collection  with  Mr.  Stanley  P.  Juda,  Fisherdick  Road,  Ware, 
Mass.  for  a  period  of  one  year  from  7/1/80  to  6/30/81  at  the  contract  price 
of  $23,400. 

No.  2  Fuel  Oil  with  Pittston  Petroleum,  Inc.  195  Armory  Street, 
Springfield,  Mass.  through  September  30,  1981. 

Group  Health  Insurance  with  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  for  calendar  year 
1981.  Individual  monthly  rates  increased  from  $37.84  to  $43.36  and  family 
rates  rose  from  $97.76  to  $115.60. 

Collective  Bargaining  contract  with  the  Police  Department  for  three 
years  from  July  1, 1979  to  June  30, 1982  and  with  the  Highway  Department 
for  a  two-year  period  from  July  1, 1980  to  June  30, 1982.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  CLERK 


On  April  30,  the  newly  elected  Town  Clerk  took  over  his  new  post.  He 
followed  two  appointees  that  covered  the  job  from  January  first. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  voters  passed  a  by-law  taking  away 
the  fees  from  the  Town  Clerk.  His  salary  for  the  first  time  was  set  by  the 
Town  Meeting. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  fees  collected  by  the  Town  Clerk  average 
around  $4,200.00  per  year. 

The  Town  Clerk  is  responsible  for  two  hundred  fifty  two  different  jobs. 
Each  day  becomes  a  surprise  as  a  new  task  will  confront  the  clerk. 

It  is  my  hope  that  in  future  reports,  I  will  be  able  to  detail  the  functions 
of  the  office  and  allow  the  residents  of  the  community  a  better  knowledge 
of  the  jobs  performed  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Vital  records  are  another  area  of  responsibility  of  the  Town  Clerk. 
During  the  past  eight  months,  we  have  been  able  to  bring  all  of  our 
records  up  to  date. 

The  policy  of  this  Town  Clerk  is  to  do  all  of  the  work  on  a  monthly  basis. 

Records  each  month  must  be  mailed  in  to  Boston.  Duplicate  copies  are 
kept  with  the  State  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics. 

To  date,  we  have  had  all  of  our  death  certificates  bound.  Marriage  and 
birth  records  are  now  four  years  behind.  Binding  of  vital  records  is 
required  by  law. 

It  is  my  hope  that  the  records  not  bound,  along  with  unbound  marriage 
intentions  can  be  brought  up  to  date. 

Bound  records  are  a  valuable  tool  in  the  everyday  working  of  the  Town 
Clerk  and  also  it  preserves  the  records  for  future  generations. 

During  calendar  year  1980,  the  Town  Clerk's  office  made  a  transition  to 
a  new  Town  Clerk. 

On  April  30, 1980,  the  newly  elected  Clerk  took  over  the  office. 

1980  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Town  Clerk's  office. 

Four  major  elections  were  held,  the  Presidential  Primary,  Town 
Election,  State  Primary  and  the  November  fourth  election. 

Between  July  first  and  October  seventh,  over  five  hundred  people 
registered  to  vote.  This  brought  the  total  registered  voters  to  6,417.  The 
figure  falls  three  hundred  under  the  highest  number  the  Town  had. 

A  new  voting  list  was  made  out  hoping  to  correct  some  of  the  errors.  I 
am  sorry  to  report  that  we  were  unable  to  correct  all  of  them. 

The  law  requires  us  to  publish  a  new  voting  list  by  July  1  of  each  year.  It 
is  our  hope  that  this  will  be  done  this  year. 

Another  duty  of  the  Registrars  and  the  Town  Clerk  is  to  compile  a 
census  of  all  residents  of  the  town. 

This  starts  on  January  one  and  must  be  completed  as  soon  as  possible. 

From  the  census,  the  Town  Clerk's  office  makes  up  a  street  list,  school 
list,  dog  list  and  voting  list.  These  must  be  ready  by  April  fifteenth. 

The  1980  street  list  was  late  in  coming  out  due  to  problems  of  transition. 
The  list  was  printed  and  available  for  Town  officials  in  September.  They 
were  also  made  available  for  public  sale. 

It  is  our  hope  that  many  of  the  clerical  problems  facing  this  office  will 
be  corrected  so  that  a  truer  picture  can  be  drawn.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  OF  POLICE 


Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Chief  of  Police  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1980. 

A  total  of  920  complaints  were  sought  during  the  year  of  1980:  117  were 
against  juveniles  and  125  persons  were  held  for  Protective  Custody.  A 
total  of  234  accidents  were  investigated.  139  of  these  accidents  were 
property  damage,  92  personal  injury  accidents  resulted  in  125  persons 
being  treated  or  hospitalized.  There  were  3  persons  fatally  injured. 

A  total  of  $3,018  was  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer.  $1,989  for 
copies  of  accident  reports,  $640  for  pistol  permits,  $290  for  Firearms  I.D. 
cards,  and  $99  for  dealers  permits.  $17,900  was  turned  back  to  the  Town 
from  fines  imposed  by  the  court. 

There  were  3  men  appointed  as  Regular  Permanent  Officers  during  the 
year.  They  were:  Kevin  Kopacz,  Robert  Frydryk,  and  Scott  Haley.  Each 
of  these  men  attended  the  Police  Academy  in  Springfield  and  also, 
attended  a  40  hour  course  in  the  use  of  the  Breathalyzer.  The  department 
now  has  10  men  qualified  to  administer  the  Breath  Test.  All  personnel 
have  been  qualified  in  firearms  handling,  First  Responder,  and  C.P.R. 
Permanent  Intermittent  and  Auxiliary  Officers  have  all  attended  the 
Special  Police  classes  held  at  the  Springfield  Police  Academy. 

The  Police  Department  is  presently  utilizing  some  "part-time" 
dispatchers  to  replace  the  CETA  employee  who  formerly  held  the 
position.  This  policy  has  worked  out  very  well. 

Melvin  Marcy  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  Sergeant;  he  presently 
holds  the  rotating  shift  of  4-12  pm  to  12-8  am. 

Many  thanks  to  your  Honorable  Board  and  to  the  citizens  of  Palmer  for 
their  continued  cooperation  and  support  during  the  past  year.

caterpillars.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  well-being  of  Palmer's  inhabitants  is  the  constant  goal  of  the  Planning  Board. 
With  this  objective  in  mind,  we  have  increased  our  meetings  from  once  a  month  to  an 
average  of  four. 

We  believe  that  good  government  is  responsive  government  and  to  that  end,  we 
are  dedicated. 

The  demand  by  the  public  that  Palmer  adopt  Zoning  has  been  almost  unanimous,  if 
we  observe  the  expressions  of  members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  voters  at  recent 
town  meetings,  and  citizens  whom  we  encounter  in  just  everyday  life  activities. 

Here  again  we  have  strived  to  be  responsive  to  their  desires  and  the  needs  of  the 
town.  Palmer's  Comprehensive  Zoning  Package  will  have  eight  (8)  parts  and  thus  far 
seven  (7)  have  been  approved  by  four  (4)  different  Town  Meetings  by  an  overwhelming 
majority,  of  better  than  90%  in  all  instances. 

We  intend  to  present  to  the  1  981  Town  Meeting  the  last  of  the  eight  (8)  part  Zon- 
ing Package.  This  last  part  will  cover  Zoning  Districts  and  a  new  Zoning  Map.  It  will  also 
include  Flood  Plain  Zoning,  which  Palmer  must  adopt  if  we  are  to  remain  eligible  for 
Federal  Flood  Grants  and  Insurance. 

Herewith  is  a  brief  and  only  partial  outline  of  our  other  activities.

—Public  Hearings  for  Special  Permits 
on  (commercial)  developments  6 
January— Codification  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws 

Robert  Haveles  elected  Assistant  and  Acting  Clerk 
March— Work  commenced  on  a  new  Zoning  Map  with  the  assistance  of  the  lower 

Pioneer  Valley  Regional  Planning  Commission. 
August— General    Meeting    of    Palmer's   four   (4)    Environmental    Boards  to 
discuss    Zoning    District   and    Map,    and    to    study    ways   to  improve 
administration  and  service. 

The  four  boards.  Board  of  Appeals,  Board  of  Health,  Planning 
Board  &  Conservation  Commission 
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October— General  meeting  with  all  officials  regarding  Proposition  2Y2. 

December— Meetings   with   the   Palmer   Redevelopment   Authority   in   order  to 
provide  adequate  Zoning  for  the  protection  of  industry. 
Fiscal  Year  figures  FY80 
Receipts  $3,744.29 
Expenditures  $1,651.96 

Over  the  years,  the  Town  Official's  have  received  numerous  citizen  complaints 
regarding  the  problems  associated  with  the  strip-mining  of  gravel,  in  Palmer.  For  this 
reason  the  Town  has  adopted  through  the  Planning  Board,  Rules  &  Regulations  to  con- 
trol, but  not  prevent  this  activity,  since  existing  gravel  operations  cannot  be  prohibited. 

During  the  year  the  members  of  the  Planning  Board  attended  two  seminars,  spon- 
sored by  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Planning  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  infor- 
mation on  changes  affecting  Zoning  By-Laws  as  directed  by  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature. 

Service  to  the  public  is  a  very  satisfying  endeavor,  which  we  believe  should  be  ex- 
perienced by  everyone  and  we  have  enjoyed  it.  It  is  with  an  attitude  of  sincere  humility, 
that  we  thank  the  citizens  of  Palmer,  for  the  opportunity  to  be  of  service  to  them.

REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 

Following  is  the  Park  Commissioners  report  for  the  twelve  month  fiscal 
year  beginning  July  1, 1980  and  ending  June  30, 1981. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Park  Commission  are  held  on  the  third 
Tuesday  of  each  month  at  7:30  P.M.  in  The  Town  Administration 
Building. 
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For  the  tenth  consecutive  year  the  Industrial  Arts  students  from 
Palmer  High  School  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Edward  Libera,  Depart- 
ment Head,  are  still  working  to  improve  the  facilities  at  New  Burleigh 
Park.  This  year's  projects  included  building  two  small  shelters;  one  at 
the  horseshoe  pits  and  one  at  the  rear  of  the  main  building.  The  most 
attractive  and  deserving  project  that  the  students  built  was"  the  "Guy 
Celentano  Memorial"  honoring  Mr.  Celentano  for  the  many  years  of 
devotion  to  the  Palmer  Baseball  Midget  League.  The  memorial  was  built 
just  prior  to  the  ceremonies  held  at  the  Pee  Wee  Fields  at  New  Burleigh 
Park,  changing  its  name  to  the  "Guy  Celentano  Memorial  Fields"  an 
honor  most  deserving  to  a  man  who  spent  more  than  25  years  as  a  coach 
and  league  President. 

The  students  also  cleared  brush  and  replanted  trees  along  the  brook 
and  Warren  Street.  Our  thanks  to  Mr.  Libera,  his  staff  Dennis  Swierad, 
Russ  Webb  and  all  the  students  who  took  part  in  this  most  worthy  com- 
munity project. 

Parts  of  New  Burleigh  Park  Pee  Wee  Fields  were  returfed  as  well  as 
certain  areas  of  Legion  Field. 

For  the  cost  of  material,  donated  help  of  Palmer  Water  Department 
Superintendent,  Jim  Ammann,  Equipment  Operator,  Frank  Pobieglo, 
and  the  Park  Department  employees,  a  new  underground  sprinkler 
system  was  installed  in  the  football  area  on  Legion  Field. 

Skating  rinks  in  Thorndike  and  Bondsville  were  sealed. 

Because  of  the  intense  cold  weather  the  Park  Department  employees 
have  been  able  to  keep  the  skating  rinks  in  fine  shape  with  a  good  layer  of 
ice  resulting  in  many  days  of  skating  for  both  the  children  and  adults  of 
the  town. 

Playground  equipment  was  painted  and  repaired  during  the  winter 
months. 

A  storage  shed  was  built  on  Legion  Field  with  lumber  which  was  milled 
from  pine  trees  cut  down  by  Park  Department  employees  on  Park 
property. 

One  Softball  diamond  was  relocated  and  a  backstop  constructed  by 
Park  Department  employees  on  the  Main  Street,  Three  Rivers  recreation 
area.  Also  new  park  benches  were  installed  at  both  the  Softball  Field  and 
the  Tennis  Courts.  An  extensive  fertilization  and  weed  control  program 
was  instituted  which  was  designed  to  encourage  a  strong  attractive  turf 
throughout  the  full  season. 

Because  of  extensive  vandalism,  the  World  War  I  canon  was  removed 
from  its  site  on  Memorial  Walk  in  Palmer.  It  has  now  been  repaired  by 
Park  Department  employees  and  will  be  returned  to  its  original  site  as 
soon  as  weather  permits. 

The  floor  on  the  permanent  bleachers  at  Legion  Field  was  repaired  as 
good  as  possible.  As  suggested  by  the  Park  Superintendent  the  last 
several  years,  for  the  safety  of  the  public,  either  aluminum  flooring  or 
more  durable  precast  concrete  planks  should  replace  the  present 
deteriorating  wooden  planks. 

We  would  like  to  thank  Wayne  Cole,  Director  of  the  Summer  Recreation 
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Program  at  New  Burleigh  Park  and  his  staff  for  their  cooperation,  to 
Oliver  Beauregard,  Highway  Superintendent,  Jim  Ammann,  Water 
Department  Superintendent,  and  Palmer  Fire  Chief  Gus  Theodore  for 
their  assistance  in  helping  to  complete  many  of  our  park  projects,  to 
Police  Chief  Harold  Olson,  his  officers  and  members  of  the  Police 
Auxiliary  for  their  vigilance  of  park  property,  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
for  their  cooperation  and  consideration  when  using  the  park  facilities,  to 
individuals  of  other  Town  Departments,  to  Park  Superintendent,  Mike 
Russo,  and  his  staff  and  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their 
help  and  guidance  whenever  needed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PALMER  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 

The  State-aided  housing  for  the  elderly,  situated  on  Fletcher  Street  in 
Palmer,  is  full  to  capacity,  and  of  the  48  tenants,  35  are  long  time 
residents  of  the  Town,  thus  filling  a  local  need.  During  the  past  year  three 

tenants  left  to  enter  nursing  homes,  two  vacancies  occurred  by  death,  and 
one  tenant  removed  to  Florida  to  be  with  relatives.  All  vacancies  were 
promptly  filled  from  the  waiting  list.  Men  and  women,  aged  65  or  older, 
interested  in  living  in  the  comfortable  apartments  at  Laurel  Manor,  are 
urged  to  make  application  at  the  project's  office  on  Fletcher  Street.  In- 
come limits  have  been  increased  by  the  State  to  $7840  for  a  single  person, 
and  $8960  for  a  couple. 

During  the  year  a  new  tractor  has  been  purchased  which  lends  more 
mobility  and  efficiency  in  the  removal  of  snow,  and  the  lawn  care.  Smoke 
detectors  are  on  order  and  will  be  installed  in  all  buildings.  Also  a  state 
mandated  burglar  alarm  system  is  to  be  installed  in  the  project's  office 
building. 

Now  that  the  housing  project  is  in  its  tenth  year  of  occupancy,  painting 
and  structural  upkeep  becomes  a  factor,  and  it  is  the  pride  of  appearance 
which  dictates  constant  surveillance  in  interior  and  exterior  areas. 

The  five  member  board,  which  administers  this  project,  meets  the 
third  Monday  of  each  month,  and  the  day  to  day  operation  of  the  project  is 
handled  by  the  board's  two  employees,  an  executive  director  and  a 
maintenance  man,  both  serving  in  a  part  time  capacity.  Neil  R.  Thomp- 
son, who  conscientiously  carried  out  the  duties  of  executive  director  of 
the  project  since  1971,  retired  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Laurel  Manor  has  become  a  comfortable  and  secure  home  for  elderly 
people  who  find  themselves  caught  between  fixed  income  and  high  in- 
flation, and  these  State-aided  projects,  throughout  the  State,  are  meeting 
that  need.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PALMER  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

The  Town's  proposed  historical  museum  renovations  are  progressing. 
This  past  year  it  was  possible  to  reshingle  the  entire  roof.  This  coming 
year  the  exterior  of  the  building  will  be  the  primary  goal.  The  old  siding  is 
to  be  removed,  one  side  at  a  time,  and  the  original  clapboards  will  be 
caulked,  scraped  and  painted,  as  funds  will  allow.

The  Graphics  Communications  Workshop  of  Palmer  High  School 
printed,  with  the  help  of  this  Commission,  a  1981  calendar  featuring 
several  selected  photos  depicting  the  early  days  of  Palmer.  Our  thanks  to 
this  dedicated  group  of  young  people.  Their  interest  in  the  early  aspects 
of  the  Town  is  commendable. 

The  photographing  and  recording  of  Palmer's  historical  inventory,  a 
requirement  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission,  is  progressing 
nicely.  To  date  it  is  almost  halfway  to  completion.  Our  thanks  to  Mrs. 
Jane  Golas  for  taking  on  this  time  consuming  task. 

In  late  May  or  early  June,  the  Palmer  Historical  Commission,  together 
with  several  other  commissions  from  surrounding  towns,  has  planned  a 
"Conference  of  Small  Towns".

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  hereby  submits  its  report  for  the  year 
1980. 

The  Conservation  Commission  meets  every  third  Monday  of  each 
month  at  7 : 30  p.m.  at  the  Town  Administration  Building. 

The  Commission  held  four  hearings  under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act 
during  the  past  year  and  issued  Orders  of  Conditions  for  each  project.  The 
Central  Vermont  proposed  project,  for  the  construction  of  a  spur  track 
over  the  Quaboag  River,  was  of  concern  to  this  commission  because  of 
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the  possible  increase  of  upstream  flooding  to  the  residents  and  businesses 
of  the  Town  in  the  flood  plain. 

Members  of  the  Commission  attended  educational  conferences  of  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions  held  at  Holy 
Cross  College  in  March  and  at  Our  Lady  of  Elms  College  in  November.  A 
conference  on  the  Gypsy  Moth  problem  was  attended  in  November  also. 

Members  of  the  Commission  attended  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Planning 
Board,  Board  of  Health,  Selectmen  and  Palmer  Green  Estate  officials  to 
discuss  problems  in  construction  of  the  project. 

Members  joined  the  Planning  Board  in  Hearings  on  Gravel  Bank 
Permits  and  of  a  proposed  new  By-Law  pertaining  to  Gravel  Banks. 

The  Commission  approved  an  application  by  John  Domey  for  the 
restriction  of  100  acres  of  farm  land  under  the  Agricultural  Preservation 
Act,  and  sent  a  letter  urging  approval  by  the  State  agency. 

The  Commission  has  continued  its  membership  with  the  Massachusetts 
Association  of  Conservation  Commissions  and  the  Hampden  County 
Division  of  this  Association.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PALMER  WATER  POLLUTION 
CONTROL  FACILITIES 

1980  was  a  landmark  year  for  Palmer's  Water  Pollution  Control 
Projects.  In  May  1980,  the  Chief  Operator  was  hired.  By  February  1980 
most  of  the  remaining  staff  was  hired.  Robert  Hogerheide  is  the  Chief 
Operator.  The  1st  Operator  is  Brian  Trudeau.  The  two  remaining 
Operators  are  Danny  Rogers  and  John  Gladkowski.  Our  Maintenance 
Supervisor  is  Andy  Squires.  The  rest  of  the  Maintenance  staff  consists  of 
Ed  Godek  and  Dick  Higgins.  We  have  a  part-time  Lab  Technician,  John 
Colburn  and  two  (2)  part-time  Clerks;  Ann  Duke  and  Chris  Case.  The 
staff  is  responsible  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Main  Plant 
as  well  as  the  five  (5)  Pump  Stations  located  in  Palmer,  Three  Rivers  and 
Bondsville.  The  plant  is  manned  every  day  of  the  year  including 
weekends  and  holidays.  Presently,  we  staff  the  plant  for  1st  shift  only. 
The  rest  of  the  time  the  plant  is  unmanned.  The  Main  Plant  and  the  five 
(5)  Pump  Stations  have  an  elaborate  alarm  system  to  warn  the  staff  of 
any  problems  if  they  should  occur  when  the  facilities  are  unmanned. 

The  Treatment  Facility  first  opened  the  gates  to  sewage  in  October 
1980.  We  were  able  to  complete  hooking  up  most  of  the  residences  of 
Palmer,  Three  Rivers,  Thorndike,  Bondsville,  and  South  Belchertown  by 
November.  Monson  came  on  line  in  mid  December  and  Diamond 
International  completed  their  start  up  by  February  1981.  Part  of  the 
aeration  equipment  was  modified  in  December  to  correct  an  operational 
problem.  Although  we  are  still  in  a  start  up  phase  or  shake  down  period, 
the  plant  is  operating  very  well.  We  are  able  to  meet  the  discharge  limits 
set  by  the  State  and  Federal  Governments.  As  with  any  new  installation, 
there  are  many  new  ideas  to  try  to  make  the  operations  run  smoother  and 
less  expensively.  Fortunately,  we  have  had  only  a  few  minor  bugs  to  work 
out  during  the  start  up  period. 

At  this  time,  our  daily  average  flow  is  2  million  gallons.  We  remove 
approximately  1,500  lb.  of  biological  oxygen  demand  and  approximately 
5,000  lb.  of  suspended  solids  every  day.  This  waste  used  to  go  directly  into 
the  rivers.  We  are  also  cutting  the  amount  of  phosphorous  that  reaches 
the  river  in  half.  We  still  have  a  lot  to  do.  There  are  some  houses  that  will 
need  to  connect  to  our  Sewage  System  and  some  new  sewage  lines  that 
are  under  construction. 

The  User  Charge  System  has  been  developed  and  will  begin 
implementation  shortly.  Monson,  South  Belchertown  and  Diamond 
International  Corporation  are  under  separate  agreement  and  will  be 
paying  their  share  of  the  cost  of  operating  the  Treatment  Facilities.

The  levels  are  as  follows:— beginners,  27;  advanced 
beginners,  14;  intermediates,  15;  swimmers,  14;  and  basic  rescue  and 
water  safety,  10. 

Adding  to  a  fun  and  busy  summer  were  our  field  trips.  As  usual,  the 
most  exciting  and  best  attended  trip  was  to  Mountain  Park. 

Our  thanks  again  go  to  the  personnel  in  the  Park  Department  for  their 
cooperation  and  help  in  providing  a  good  summer  recreation  program. 
Our  hope  is  that  with  the  challenges  of  the  future,  we  can  still  provide  this 
human  fundamental  need  for  the  children  of  Palmer.

COUNCIL  ON  AGING 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  number  of  Palmer  residents  60  years  of  age  and  older,  continues  to 
increase  each  year.  The  Council  on  Aging  records  show  an  elderly 
population  of  2,300.  Many  of  these  people  have  needs  which  must  be 
assessed  and  programs  initiated  to  take  care  of  them.  This  is  what  the 
Council  on  Aging  and  the  Multi-Purpose  Senior  Center  is  all  about.  Our 
present  programs  are: 

TRANSPORTATION:  Our  mini-bus  logged  13,539  miles,  carrying  3,759 
passengers  during  1980.  We  made  6,854  trips;  792  medical;  1,482 
nutritional;  755  recreational;  1,259  shopping;  211  home  and  405  personal 
trips.  6,380  were  ambulatory;  93  non-ambulatory  and  381  non-elderly 
ambulatory  (handicapped)  trips.  The  operating  expense  was  $2,968.49. 
These  funds  were  provided  by  rider  donations  and  the  Palmer  Senior 
Citizen's  Club  Inc. 

HEALTH:  Five  Health  Screening  Clinics  were  held  during  1980.  Ap- 
proximately 100  seniors  were  screened  at  each  clinic.  The  Council  on 
Aging  held  two  Blood  Pressure  Clinics  each  month  at  the  Senior  Center. 
40  to  50  elders  came  to  each  of  these  clinics.  Several  of  our  senior  citizens 
were  referred  to  Springfield  Home  Care  Corp.  for  needed  home  care 
service. 

NUTRITION:  Three  days  a  week  a  hot  meal  was  delivered  to  25  shut- 
ins  during  the  past  year.  These  meals  are  delivered  by  Palmer  volunteers 
and  are  furnished  through  Springfield  Home  Care  Corp.  An  Elderly 
Lunch  Program  is  held  at  Pathfinder  Regional  Voc-Tech  High  School 
each  school  day.  A  seven  week  lunch  program  for  the  elderly  was  held 
during  the  summer  school  vacation. 

OUTREACH:  A  number  of  our  elderly  were  visited  at  their  homes  the 
latter  part  of  1980.  This  program  became  available  after  the  Council  on 
Aging  was  able  to  employ  a  full  time  director. 
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INCOME  TAX:  Two  members  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  were  at 
the  Senior  Center  to  assist  our  senior  citizens  in  preparing  and  filing  their 
State  and  Federal  income  taxes.  More  than  100  elders  availed  themselves 
of  this  free  service. 

HOUSING:  The  Council  on  Aging  helped  several  more  of  our  older 
residents  to  obtain  rent  assistance  through  the  Housing  Assistance 
Program  (H.A.P.) 

FUEL  AID:  The  Council  on  Aging  with  the  help  of  Springfield  Action 
Commission  (S.A.C.),  set  up  a  satellite  fuel  aid  office  at  the  Senior 
Center.  By  doing  this,  we  assured  ourselves  that  every  needy  senior 
citizen  would  be  able  to  fill  out  an  application  and  receive  help.  116  of  our 
elderly  filled  out  applications  during  the  first  10  days  of  the  program  in 
December. 

NEWSLETTER:  To  keep  our  older  people  informed  of  the  various 
programs  and  events  available  to  them  at  their  Senior  Center,  the  Council 
on  Aging  mails  a  monthly  newsletter  to  their  homes. 

SPEAKERS:  During  1980,  the  Council  on  Aging  had  nine  (9)  speakers 
at  the  Senior  Center,  to  explain  and  answer  questions  for  interested 
senior  citizens.  The  speakers  were  from  Supplemental  Security  In- 
surance (S.S.I.) ;  Social  Security;  Food  Stamp  Program;  Housing 
Assistance  Program  (H.A.P.) ;  Hampden  County  Hearing  Center;  Blue 
Cross,  Blue  Shield;  and  three  of  our  elected  State  and  County  Officials. 

RECREATION:  Several  bus  trips  were  sponsored  by  the  Council  on 
Aging  this  past  year.  Two  buses  were  chartered  for  the  "ELDEREE'  80" 
held  at  the  Hadley  Mall ;  a  bus  was  chartered  for  "Senior  Citizens  Day"  at 
Salisbury  Beach;  three  groups  were  bussed  to  the  Eastern  States  Ex- 
position; a  trip  to  Boston  Aquarium  and  Quincy  Market  and  a  charter  to 
the  Ice  Capades  held  in  Springfield. 

The  annual  summer  picnic  was  held  at  Burleigh  Park  with  over  100  of 
our  elder  citizens  attending.  A  Christmas  party  was  enjoyed  by  many 
senior  citizens  at  the  Grange  Hall,  sponsored  by  the  Palmer  Senior 
Citizens  Club  for  the  Council  on  Aging. 

Classes  were  held  at  the  Senior  Center  for  those  interested  in  Sewing; 
Arts  and  Crafts;  Crocheting  and  Knitting.  A  weekly  Bingo  game  at- 
tracted 50  senior  citizens  each  Monday.  Card  Games  and  Cribbage  were 
also  very  popular  at  the  Multi-Purpose  Senior  Center. 

The  Council  on  Aging  meetings  are  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
month  in  the  Senior  Center,  29  Central  Street  at  7 : 30  P.M.

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PATHFINDER  REGIONAL  TECHNICAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 
ANNUAL  REPORT— 1980 

The  Pathfinder  Regional  Vocational-Technical  High  School  District 
Committee  presents  the  following  summary  of  the  1980  calendar  year  to 
the  citizens  of  the  district. 

Floyd  D.  Romanik,  Jr.,  of  Palmer,  continued  as  chairman  of  the 
Committee  which  included  Vice  Chairman  Marceline  B.  Matrow  of 
Monson,  Treasurer  Michael  J.  Cavanaugh  of  Palmer,  Secretary  Jane  A. 
Castonguay  of  New  Brain  tree,  and  George  R.  Harrell  of  Belchertown. 

Pathfinder's  opening  enrollment  totalled  446,  of  which  129  were  new 
freshmen.  Students  from  within  the  district  accounted  for  363  spaces  as 
follows:  Belchertown  63,  Monson  114,  New  Braintree  15,  and  Palmer  171. 
Out-of-district  students  attending  the  school  on  a  tuition  basis  paid  by 
their  respective  towns  numbered  83.  Additionally,  944  citizens  enrolled  in 
adult  evening  programs  for  job  training  or  personal  enrichment. 

The  Committee  gave  its  most  critical  attention  to  updating  the 
traditional  program  offerings  and  to  consideration  of  the  employability 
and  cost-effectiveness  of  each;  resulting  in  a  decision  to  gradually  phase 
out  health  occupations  and  replace  that  field  with  the  highly  employable 
data  processing  program.  In  September,  this  program  was  moved  from 
Belchertown  High  School  into  Pathfinder  space,  and  the  health  programs 
took  advantage  of  space  in  local  hospitals  where  students  normally  spend 
much  of  their  time  in  training.  Pathfinder  continued  to  expand  its  elec- 
tronics program  now  located  in  the  Woodlawn  School  in  South  Hadley. 
Major  equipment  purchases  were  made  with  federal  funds,  an  additional 
year  of  curriculum  developed,  and  student  enrollment  and  interest  in- 
creased dramatically. 

Important  steps  forward  in  culinary  arts  were  the  addition  of  an  in- 
structor in  restaurant  management,  complete  refurnishing  of  the  Tea 
Room,  and  the  beginning  of  a  student  operated  restaurant  on  a  regular 
basis. 

Of  major  importance  was  the  continued  practical  experience  gained  by 
students  in  off-campus  work  programs  and  in  community  and  civic 
service.  The  fifth  house  was  begun  in  September,  and  a  commitment  was 
made  to  rebuild  the  recently  destroyed  New  Braintree  town  hall.  Elec- 
trical wiring  was  done  for  the  Monson  Theater  Group,  an  office  for  the 
Palmer  Highway  Department  was  begun  and  the  lunch  program  for 
senior  citizens  was  continued.  Pathfinder  students  and  staff  participated 
in  the  mock  disaster  drill  coordinated  by  Wing  Memorial  Hospital  and 
local  fire  and  police  departments. 

Fifty-six  teachers  and  six  administrators  made  up  the  professional 
staff  at  the  beginning  of  the  1980-81  school  year.  The  Class  of  1980  num- 
bered 57  students.  Approximately  50%  were  placed  directly  in  their  field, 
eleven  percent  went  on  to  higher  education,  seven  percent  were  placed  in 
work  related  to  their  field  of  study,  three  percent  chose  military  service, 
and  twenty  percent  are  in  other  areas.  Seniors  were  accepted  at  Florida 
Institute  of  Technology,  Holyoke  Community  College,  Stockbridge  School 
of  Agriculture,  and  Springfield  Technical  Community  College. 

Pathfinder's  special  needs  programs  provided  services  to  ninety-two 
students.  An  additional  resource  room  program  was  added  to  assist  these 
students  in  their  academic  areas.  Project  GROW— supported  by  $124,000 
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in  state  funds  and  tuition— served  twenty-three  students,  including  nine 
from  the  district.  In  March,  1980,  an  afternoon  vocational  training 
program  in  culinary  arts  and  automotive  repair  was  begun  to  serve 
students  who  have  dropped  out  or  left  school.  Nineteen  students  are 
enrolled. 

The  School  Committee  approved  an  operating  budget  for  FY  1981  of 
$1,387,835,  evening  school  $29,400,  and  capital  $283,680.  Anticipated  state 
aid  from  all  sources  as  well  as  tuition  receipts  resulted  in  total 
assessments  to  member  towns  as  follows:  Belchertown  $172,122.33, 
Monson  $289,246.67,  New  Braintree  $23,657.14,  and  Palmer  $472,317.51. 

Pathfinder  staff  members  continued  to  pursue  federal  and  state  grants 
and  contracts  in  order  to  supplement  local  funds.  Approximately  $125,000 
was  received  for  the  support  of  programs  of  direct  benefit  to  students  and 
townspeople.  PL  94-482  monies  to  Pathfinder  and  member  high  schools 
were  utilized  to  purchase  a  numerical  controlled  milling  machine  for  the 
machine  shop,  to  continue  support  for  the  afternoon  program  and  the 
collaborative  alternative  program  (Monson  Public  Schools),  and  to  help 
maintain  the  data  processing  program  at  Pathfinder.  In  addition,  nearly 
$1.1  million  in  state  contracts  were  awarded  to  Pathfinder  to  operate 
educational  programs  for  the  Departments  of  Education  and  Mental 
Health  at  various  sites  connected  with  Belchertown  State  School  and 
Monson  Developmental  Center.  Overhead  monies  earned  from  these 
programs  have  been  used  not  only  to  offset  the  administrative  costs  in- 
curred, but  also  to  reduce  the  school's  operating  budget  by  ap- 
proximately $45,000  in  FY  1980  and  over  $75,000  in  FY  1981.

ANNUAL  SCHOOL  REPORT 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Palmer: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  this,  my  seventh  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  the 
Palmer  Public  Schools.  This  report  will  use  the  format  introduced  six  years  ago,  for  we 
continue  to  organize  our  efforts  at  improvement  through  focusing  upon  specific  annual 
objectives  for  the  entire  system.  These  were  initially  developed  by  the  Superintendent 
and  then  revised  after  review  by  the  Administrative  Council,  all  members  of  the  staff, 
and  the  School  Committee  before  final  adoption.  For  the  most  part  this  section  of  the 
annual  report  will  reflect  our  progress  to  date  in  implementing  the  objectives  rather  than 
final  outcomes. 

Curriculum  and  Instruction 

1 .  Continue  to  review,  revise,  and  evaluate  on  a  K-1  2  basis  the  following  curricula:  art, 
career  education,  English,  health,  music,  and  social  studies;  initiate  curriculum 
development  in  foreign  languages;  implement  the  health  education  program  regarding 
drugs  in  grades  4,  5,  and  7. 

Art  and  music  are  still  working  on  developing  the  evaluation  com- 
ponent for  their  K-1 2  guides.  Other  K-1 2  curricular  areas  are  not 
being  followed  up  because  of  Proposition  2Y2,  but  at  the  high 
school  the  Social  Studies  Department  continues  to  develop 
a  comprehensive  guide  for  each  course  offering  including  a  ra- 
tionale, concepts,  general  objectives,  specific  objectives,  and 
methods  of  evaluation.  The  Department  Head  hopes  to  complete 
all  such  guides  by  the  end  of  the  current  school  year.  The  Foreign 
Language  Department  is  developing  course  guides  for  Polish  so 
as  to  properly  differentiate  each  of  the  levels— that  is,  Polish 
I,  Polish  II,  Polish  III,  and  Polish  IV. 

Our  Health  Education  curriculum  now  includes  an  approved  Fam- 
ily Living  course  as  an  elective  for  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

A  drug  program,  part  of  our  Health  Education  curriculum,  has 
been  implemented  in  grades  4,  5,  and  7. 

2.  Provide  an  inservice  program  for  staff  re-reading  in  the  content  areas. 

An  inservice  program  for  high  school  staff  dealing  with  reading 
in  the  content  areas  will  be  held  Thursday,  February  5,  1981  — 
a  half  day. 
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3.  Review  and  evaluate  the  Cooperative  Work/Study  Program  begun  during  the  school 
year  1  976-77  (part  of  the  Title  IV-C  project  developed  by  the  Superintendent  and  fund- 
ed for  $41 ,300  for  1  977-78;  for  $37,700  for  1  978-79;  for  $37,700  for  1  979-80; 
and  for  $30,160  for  1980-81). 

Six   new   work   sites   have   been   developed   in   our   Work/Study  Pro- 
gram,   second    quarterly    employer    evaluations    have    been  com- 
pleted,   and    the    Work/Study    Coordinator    is    assisting    six  stu 
dents  who  are  still  searching  for  employment. 

4.  Revise  Eighth  Grade  Career  Exploration  and  provide  Ninth  Grade  Modified  Career 
Exploration,  a  second  segment  of  the  Title  IV-C  project  noted  above,  and  evaluate 
these  programs. 

The  Eighth  Grade  Career  Exploration  Program  has  been  re- 
vised this  year  to  provide  a  review  of  careers  and  values  clari- 
fication led  by  the  elementary  guidance  counselors  and  the 
Career  Center  counselor.  The  modified  Ninth  Grade  Career  Ex- 
ploration Program  continues  as  last  year  involving  typing  and 
health.  Both  programs  will  be  evaluated  in  June,  1  981 . 

5.  Expand  and  evaluate  our  Career  Information  and  Guidance  Center,  the  third  seg- 
ment of  the  Title  IV-C  grant  noted  above. 

The  Career  Information  and  Guidance  Center  has  expanded  its 
services  to  additional  fourth  grades  this  year,  and  the  Career 
Center  counselor  has  developed  additional  career-related  lesson 
plans  for  high  school  departments. 

6.  Continue  our  Academically  Talented  Program  for  selected  students  in  grades  6,7, 
and  8,  and  evaluate  its  effectiveness. 

Planning  for  our  Academically  Talented  Program  for  selected  stu- 
dents in  grades  6,  7,  and  8  was  on  schedule  prior  to  Novem- 
ber 4.  Following  the  passage  of  Proposition  21/?,  it  has  been  de- 
cided not  to  implement  that  program  this  year. 


7.  Continue  to  review,  revise,  and  evaluate  our  Special  Education  program  as  required 
by  Chapter  766. 

Our  Special  Education  Program  Plan  has  been  revised,  sub- 
mitted to  the  Department  of  Education,  and  has  now  been  ap- 
proved. We  find  additional  pressure  for  residential  placement  and 
also  for  transportation  of  students  under  the  aegis  of  the  De- 
partment of  Mental  Health.  These  are  providing  increasing 
costs. 

8.  Continue  to  assess  achievement  test  results  at  all  levels,  and  suggest  revisions  in 
methodology  and/or  curricula  where  needed. 

Achievement  testing  at  third,  seventh,  and  ninth  grades  shows 
well  above  national  average  results,  with  the  third  grade  leading  the  way  at  the 
97th  percentile.  One  school  had  poor  mathematics  results  in  seventh  grade. 

9.  Review  and  evaluate  the  reading  and  study  skills  program  for  the  high  school. 

The  reading  and  study  skills  program  at  the  high  school  has 
been  working  fairly  well  but  needs  to  be  done  on  a  regularly 
scheduled  basis  for  students  rather  than  being  set  up  to  co- 
incide with  a  student's  study  period.  An  actual  assessment  of  the 
students'  progress  in  this  program  will  be  made  toward  the  end  of 
the  school  year. 
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10.  Implement,  review,  and  evaluate  our  program  of  basic  skills  in  reading,  writing,  and 
mathematics. 

The  Basic  Skills  Improvement  Program  testing  will  occur  in  April, 
1981.  An  inservice  teacher  workshop  tor  most  of  the  elementary 
school  teachers  will  be  held  during  the  half  day  February  5, 
1  981 ,  to  help  prepare  for  this  testing  program. 

1 1 .  Assess  inservice  needs,  and  develop  programs  relative  thereto. 

A  full-scale  inservice  program  to  train  team  leaders  in  the  Glasser 
Theory  of  Discipline  has  been  approximately  50  percent  com- 
pleted at  this  time.  Douglas  Naylor,  Director'  of  the  Educator 
Training  Center  in  California,  is  the  consultant-leader  for  six 
full-day  workshops  for  this  leadership  training.  The  leadership 
teams  from  each  school  work  with  those  interested  teachers  in  the 
period  between  each  set  of  two  leadership  workshops.  This  is  a 
joint  program  with  Monson  and  Belchertown,  and  it  has  been  par- 
tially funded  (for  $2,526.10)  through  our  proposal  to  the  Spring- 
field Public  Schools'  regional  Title  IV-C inservice  program. 

Administration 

1 .  Update  and  review  with  administration  and  School  Committee  our  enrollment  projec- 
tions for  the  next  ten  years,  assessing  space  and  staff  needs  accordingly. 

Our  enrollment  projections  for  the  next  ten  years  have  been  re- 
viewed by  the  Administrative  Council,  and  an  assessment  of  space  and  staff 
needs  has  been  made.  As  a  result,  our  preliminary  budget  for  1981-82 
reflects  a  reduction  of  two  and  one-half  staff  positions— before 
Proposition  2.Vi  reductions. 

2.  Continue  to  assess  the  value  of  our  present  inschool  suspension  program  in  relation 
to  its  deterrent  force  (including  counseling),  its  cost  in  terms  of  teachers,  its  use  of 
classroom  space,  etc. 

Fifty  different  students  have  been  suspended  a  total  of  93  times  since 
the  beginning  of  school.  Some  of  those  with  multiple  suspensions 
have  been  excluded  through  School  Committee  action.  Guidance  coun- 
selors consult  with  suspended  students  and  in  some  cases  attempt 
to  provide  counseling. 

3.  Continue  to  review  with  administration  and  School  Committee  ways  and  means  by 
which  to  obtain  the  most  return  for  each  of  our  educational  dollars,  including  continued 
efforts  to  conserve  energy,  increased  bidding  where  desirable,  etc. 

The  Superintendent  continues  to  stress  with  principals  the  need  to  conserve 
energy.  In  addition  to  the  many  conservation  measures  already  taken 
over  the  past  six  years,  additional  measures  taken  during  last  June  and 
early  summer  include  insulation  in  the  stairwells  and  above  the  ceilings  on  the 
top  floors  of  all  schools  except  St.  Ann. 

We  have  also  obtained  50  percent  matching  funds  for  technical 
audits  of  three  elementary  schools  for  this  school  year.  A  comparison  of  this 
year  to  date  with  last  year  re  fuel  consumption  shows  the  following 
results  when  24  percent  more  degree  days  for  this  year  are  considered:

As  emphasized  in  at  least  one  principal's  evaluation  last  year,  the 
final  determinant  as  to  whether'  we  get  full  value  from  these  con- 
servation measures  really  depends  upon  people— and  it  is  evident  that 
some  staff  and  students  are  still  not  sufficiently  conscientious 
about  saving  energy  in  our  schools,  while  others  are  really  working  at  it. 

Bidding  procedures  continue  to  be  used  extensively  with  correspon- 
dent savings. 

4.  Maintain  student  absenteeism  at  5  percent  or  less  where  achieved  last  year  and 
make  every  effort  to  reduce  the  high  school  absenteeism  of  more  than  1 0  percent  last 
year  to  5  percent  or  less.

6.  Evaluate  all  the  recommendations  of  the  high  school  evaluation  team  and  take  action 
where  appropriate.  Of  these  recommendations  the  School  Committee  feels  the  follow- 
ing two  are  highly  important:  (A)  The  High  School  Principal  be  recognized  as  a  respon- 
sible leader  of  the  school;  (B)  An  immediate  process  be  implemented  for  identifying  the 
reasons  for  the  obvious  low  morale  that  presently  exists  among  the  staff  and  to  take 
corrective  action. 
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The  High  School  Principal  reports  that  several  meetings  have  been 
held  with  Department  Heads  and  Directors  of  Services  concerning 
recommedations  by  the  evaluation  team.  Some  departments  have  sub- 
mitted progress  reports  to  date  concerning  the  status  of  these  re- 
commendations. The  High  School  Principal  also  reports  that  he  is  utilizing 
surveys  and  small  discussion  groups  relative  to  the  recommendations 
dealing  with  the  High  School  Principal  as  a  leader  of  the  school  and 
dealing  with  the  question  of  morale.  No  other  specific  actions  are  reported. 

Community-School  Relations 

1 .  Review  ways  to  improve  community-school  relations,  especially  relative  to'improving 
the  flow  of  information  concerning  programs  and  activities  of  the  schools. 

Open  House  at  the  elementary  schools  and  Back-to-School  Night  at  the 
high  school  brought  many  parents  to  the  schools  and  provided  them 
an  opportunity  to  meet  with  staff  and  view  exhibits  of  their  chil- 
dren's work.  News  releases  from  Central  Office  and  from  a  number  of 
individual  schools  continue  to  highlight  student  activities  and  programs. 

2.  Review  and  evaluate  the  use  of  resource  personnel  in  the  schools. 

Community  representatives  from  business,  the  professions,  the  armed  forces, 
and  other  areas  continue  to  offer  insights  to  our  students  on  careers 
through  the  aegis  of  the  Career  Information  and  Guidance  Center.  The 
elementary  schools  also  use  resource  personnel  to  provide  information  and 
programs  concerning  special  events  such  as  Veterans'  Day  and  utilize 
such  personnel  to  expand  and  enrich  our  school  programs  in  various  sub- 
ject areas. 


The  advent  of  Proposition  2Y2  has  cast  a  shadow  over  the  entire  school  system.  Its 
tremendous  negative  impact  on  our  schools  is  just  beginning  to  be  realized  by  many 
people  as  we  start  the  process  of  budget  review  for  1981-82.  Already  the  School 
Committee  has  cut  $265,000,  and  more  must  be  cut  from  a  budget  only  $20,500 
above  last  year's.  Although  we  are  determined  to  make  every  effort  to  meet  this 
challenge  in  a  way  which  will  be  least  harmful  to  children,  there  is  no  doubt  in  any 
educator's  mind  that  there  will  be  harm  to  some. 


The  Superintendent  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  those  staff 
members  who  have  contributed  their  time  and  talents  beyond  the  normal  school  day  to 
help  individual  students,  to  work  on  curriculum  and  other  school  programs,  and  to  pro- 
vide leadership  in  student  activities.  It  is  also  a  pleasure  to  recognize  officially  the  con- 
tribution of  the  Administrative  Council  in  its  work  with  the  Superintendent.  As  usual,  the 
work  of  Mrs.  Matera,  Cafeteria  Manager,  and  Mr.  McKee,  Director  of  Maintenance  and 
Operations,  has  been  of  major  aid  to  the  Superintendent  in  carrying  out  responsibilities 
in  their  respective  areas.  And  finally  to  those  members  of  Central  Office  staff— namely, 
Miss  Mohamed,  Mrs.  Oliveira,  Mrs.  Chrobak,  and  Mrs.  Cronin— the  Superintendent  of- 
fers his  sincere  thanks  for  their  dedication  and  energy  in  helping  him  to  carry  out  a 
multitudinous  number  of  duties  which  would  otherwise  be  impossible.  The  year  ahead 
will  require  even  greater  efforts  by  all,  if  that  is  possible.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PALMER  REDEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY 

In  the  beginning  of  1980,  the  Palmer  Industrial  Park  came  back  to  the 
Authority  after  being  in  the  hands  of  a  private  developer  for  several 
years.  The  Palmer  Redevelopment  Authority  then  began  a  new  approach 
to  the  development  and  marketing  of  the  Park  from  its  experience  of  the 
past  years. 

Upon  successful  completion  of  arrangements  with  BayBank  Valley  of 
Springfield,  the  Agency  began  a  search  as  to  procedures  for  the 
marketing  of  the  Park  utilizing  the  experience  of  many  agencies  and 
individuals  to  come  up  with  a  concept.  It  was  agreed,  finally,  to  search  for 
a  professional  Marketing  Director  who  would  work  for  the  Agency  on  a 
local  basis  and  from  this  concept,  in  March,  came  their  new  Marketing 
Director,  Robert  W.  Bruce,  Sr.,  now  in  place  at  the  old  library  in  Palmer 
on  a  regular  full-time  basis. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  had  to  be  done  to  activate  this  office, 
including  the  development  of  sales  tools,  brochures,  etc.  Also,  Local, 
State  and  National  development  agencies  were  contacted.  The  months  of 
hard  work  by  the  Agency  members  who  devoted  substantial  time  as 
volunteers  to  the  Town  are  noteworthy  because  almost  twice  as  many 
meetings  were  held  as  normal  for  a  committee  of  this  kind  in  most  Towns. 

The  year  1980  was  supposed  to  be  an  in-depth  study  and  preparation 
time  to  develop  a  three  to  five  year  sales  plan,  and  in  this  light,  action  was 
immediate  in  several  directions,  letting  people  throughout  the  State  and 
region  know  that  the  Palmer  Industrial  Park  was  here  functioning  under 
local  control  and  that  an  active  local  daily  office  was  operating  for  use  by 
the  industrial  people  of  the  entire  region. 

During  the  early  months,  orientation  of  the  needs  of  the  marketing 
approach  were  evident  and  a  master  brochure  was  begun,  which  had  all 
the  technical  data  of  the  park,  photographs  of  all  types  of  the  park 
development,  and  a  total  Palmer  story  as  best  could  be  developed  with 
what  was  available  for  use.  This  approach  gave  the  PRA  a  chance  to 
really  determine  the  best  sales  approach  to  those  who  did  not  know  what 
Palmer  had  to  offer  to  the  industrial  prospect  looking  at  this  region.  The 
early  months  also  brought  a  series  of  clients  to  look  at  the  Industrial 
Park,  even  before  we  were  ready  for  them.  They  went  home,  however, 
with  data  and  an  industrial  package.  Most  of  them  met  with  the  PRA 
members  themselves  and  were  given  the  proper  sales  approach  outlining 
what  the  Palmer  Industrial  Park  was  and  is.  This  gave  us  the  time 
needed  to  begin  a  concentrated  development  and  marketing  presentation 
package.  A  new  park  sign  was  developed  early  in  the  Spring  and  was 
ready  for  setup  by  Summer.  This  project,  handled  by  the  PRA  members, 
also  gave  direction  to  our  many  citizens  who  have  inquired  about  the  park 
and  wished  to  visit  it  to  see  what  it  was  like  for  their  own  information.  In 
April,  1980,  a  local  firm  approached  the  PRA  for  land  consideration  for  an 
expansion  plan.  The  PRA  met  with  them  a  great  number  of  times,  and  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  spent  in  working  with  this  local 
company  over  this  year  to  assist  them  in  the  projected  facility.  A  foreign 
interest  was  shown  early  in  the  year  by  two  groups:  one  from  England 
and  one  from  Canada.  It  is  expected  that  in  early  1981,  the  Canadian  firm 
will  announce  its  acceptance  of  a  nine  acre  tract  in  the  Park  for  purchase. 
During  the  Annual  Meeting  held  in  May,  a  new  member,  Mr.  Richard 
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Taylor  was  appointed,  bringing  the  PRA  membership  to  five  active 
members.  During  the  early  Spring,  a  considerable  amount  of  effort  was 
expended  to  get  the  Downtown  Revitalization  work  started.  The  initial 
funding  of  a  $17,000  grant  was  obtained  solely  through  the  efforts  of  the 
PRA.  At  that  time,  the  project,  in  cooperation  with  the  Selectmen,  was 
given  to  a  separate  committee  headed  bv  Gerard  Cioa. 

During  the  Summer,  considerable  work  had  to  be  done  at  the  Industrial 
Park.  Unchecked  vandalism  has  caused  a  tremendous  amount  of  damage 
to  the  sites  and  the  facilities.  A  great  deal  of  time  and  money  was  spent  to 
replace  metal  sewer  and  utility  covers  destroyed  by  these  vandals.  The 
park  was  kept  mowed  and  it  was  kept  as  free  as  possible  from  the  tons  of 
glass  broken  by  unscrupulous  and  uncaring  people  much  to  the 
discouragement  of  the  PRA  members.  During  this  time  a  number  of 
meetings  were  held  with  many  agencies  in  which  assistance  was  asked  in 
bringing  into  focus  the  Palmer  Industrial  Park.  Meetings  were  held  at 
BayBank  Valley,  with  Springfield  area  development  people,  the  State 
Department  of  Commerce,  and  a  series  of  related  groups,  all  with  one 
main  theme:  We  have  a  first  class  Industrial  Park  Project  for  use  by 
industry,  ready  to  go,  now. 

Master  presentations  were  made  to  the  State  Department  of  Commerce 
for  the  use  in  selling  the  Park  development.  Considerable  effort  was  and 
is  being  made  with  park  developers,  real  estate  people  and  banking  and 
financial  groups  who  have  contact  with  prospective  clients.  This  has 
borne  considerable  fruit  in  the  last  few  months  of  1980  as  we  were  able  to 
bring  in  over  45  different  clients  to,  at  least,  visit  the  Park.  Most  of  these 
clients  met  with  PRA  members  and  other  agencies  within  the  Town  and 
many  are  in  serious  negotiations  with  us  and  State  agencies.  A  major 
problem  for  the  PRA  has  been  the  financial  picture.  Of  course,  we  have 
no  control  over  interest  rates,  available  funding,  and  the  like.  In  spite  of 
this  the  Park  is  attracting  interest  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  as  we 
progress  into  1981  there  should  be  several  ground  breakings  and  facilities 
built  for  the  improvement  of  the  tax  base,  for  job  development  and  hope 
for  the  future.  By  the  end  of  1980,  we  did  have  two  financial  deposits  on 
file  for  two  clients  wishing  to  buy  land  in  the  Park  Development. 

The  potential  of  park  development  in  this  part  of  Massachusetts,  as 
analyzed  by  many  experts,  lies  in  two  areas;  one  of  which  is  Palmer.  We 
anticipate  that  our  Park  will  experience  major  development  in  the  next 
three  years  and  we  should  have  an  excellent  opportunity  for  diver- 
sification of  job  development  in  our  Community.  This  was  evidenced  in 
the  comments  of  the  45  different  groups  looking  at  our  Town  during  this 
1980  period.  The  PRA  feels  very  optimistic  that  it  can  do  everything 
possible  to  begin  developing  the  Park  in  1981  and  reach  our  three  year 
goal. 

Special  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Assessors,  and  the 
Planning  Board  is  expressed  by  the  Palmer  Redevelopment  Authority  for 
their  assistance  in  the  many  projects  in  progress.

The  General  Court  finds  and 
declares  that  a  serious  public  emergency  exists  in  the  Town  of  Palmer 
with  respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of  citizens  of  said 
Town,  which  emergency  has  been  created  by  excessive,  abnormally  high 
and  unwarranted  rental  increases  imposed  by  some  owners  of  mobile 
parks  located  therein;  that  unless  mobile  home  park  rents  and  eviction  of 
tenants  are  regulated  and  controlled,  such  emergency  will  produce 
serious  threats  to  the  public  health,  safety  and  general  welfare  of  the 
citizens  of  Palmer,  particularly  the  elderly;  that  such  emergency  should 
be  met  by  the  Commonwealth  immediately  and  with  due  regard  for  the 
rights  and  responsibilities  of  the  Town  of  Palmer. 

Section  2.  The  Town  of  Palmer  may,  by  its  by-laws,  regulate  rents  for 
the  use  or  occupancy  of  mobile  home  park  accommodations  in  the  Town, 
establish  a  rent  board  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  rents,  minimum 
standards  for  use  or  occupancy  of  mobile  home  park  accommodations  in 
the  Town  and  eviction  of  tenants  therefrom  and  may,  by  its  by-laws, 
require  registration  by  owners  of  mobile  home  park  accommodations, 
under  penalty  of  perjury,  of  information  relating  to  the  mobile  home  park 
accommodations.  Such  rents,  standards  and  evictions  may  "be  regulated 
by  the  rent  board  so  as  to  remove  hardships  or  correct  inequities  for  both 
the  owner  and  the  tenants  of  such  mobile  home  park  accommodations. 
The  rent  board  shall  have  all  powers  necessary  or  convenient  to  perform 
its  functions.  It  may  make  rules  and  regulations,  require  registration  by 
owners  of  mobile  home  park  accommodations,  under  penalty  of  perjury, 
of  information  relating  to  the  mobile  park  accommodations,  sue  and  be 
sued,  compel  the  attendance  of  persons  and  the  production  of  papers  and 
information,  and  issue  appropriate  orders  which  shall  be  binding  on  both 
the  owner  and  tenants  of  such  mobile  home  park  accommodations. 
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Violations  of  any  by-laws  adopted  pursuant  to  this  act  or  any  order  of  the 
rent  board  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars  for  any  one  offense. 

Section  3.  Standards  for  Adjusting  Rents,  (a)  In  regulating  such  rents, 
the  rent  board  established  under  section  two  may  make  such  individual 
or  general  adjustments,  either  upward  or  downward,  as  may  be 
necessary  to  assure  that  rents  for  mobile  home  park  accommodations  in 
the  Town  are  established  at  levels  which  yield  to  owners  a  fair  net 
operating  income  for  such  units.  Fair  net  operating  income  shall  be  that 
income  which  will  yield  a  return,  after  all  reasonable  operating  expenses, 
on  the  fair  market  value  of  the  property  equal  to  the  debt  service  rate 
generally  available  from  institutional  first  mortgage  lenders  or  such 
other  rates  of  return  as  the  board,  on  the  basis  of  evidence  presented 
before  it,  deems  more  appropriate  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case.  The 
fair  market  value  of  the  property  shall  be  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
property  or  such  other  valuation  as  the  board,  on  the  basis  of  evidence 
presented  before  it,  deems  more  appropriate  to  the  circumstances  of  the 
case. 

(b)  The  Town  in  its  by-laws  or  the  rent  board  by  regulation  may 
establish  further  standards  and  rules  consistent  with  the  foregoing. 

Section  4.  Incorporation  of  Administrative  Procedure  Act.  The 
provisions  of  Chapter  thirty  A  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  applicable  to 
the  rent  board,  established  under  section  two,  as  if  said  rent  board  were 
an  agency  of  the  Commonwealth,  including  those  provisions  giving 
agencies  the  power  to  issue,  vacate,  modify  and  enforce  subpoenas,  as 
well  as  those  provisions  relating  to  judicial  review  of  an  agency  order. 

Section  5.  Conference  of  Jurisdiction,  (a)  The  Eastern  Hampden 
Division,  District  Court  Department  shall  have  original  jurisdiction, 
concurrently  with  the  Superior  Court,  of  all  petitions  for  review  brought 
pursuant  to  section  fourteen  of  chapter  thirty  A  of  the  General  Laws. 

(b)  The  Superior  Court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  any  by-laws  adopted  thereunder,  and  may  restrain 
violations  thereof. 

Section  6.  Defense  to  Summary  Process  for  Possession.  The  Town  of 
Palmer  may  by  its  by-laws  regulate  the  evictions  of  tenants,  and  the  rent 
board,  established  under  section  two,  may  issue  orders  which  shall  be  a 
defense  to  an  action  of  summary  process  for  possession  and  such  orders 
shall  be  reviewable  pursuant  to  sections  three  and  four  of  this  chapter. 

Section  7.  Exemption  from  Civil  Service.  The  personnel  of  the  rent 
board  established  under  section  two  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  section  nine  A  of  chapter  thirty  of  the  General  Laws  or  chapter  thirty- 
one  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  8.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  act  or  the  application  of 
such  provision  to  any  person  or  circumstances  shall  be  held  invalid,  the 
validity  of  the  remainder  of  this  act  and  the  application  of  such  provision 
to  other  persons  or  circumstances  shall  not  be  affected  thereby.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  Finance  Committee  is  pleased  to  present  to  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  a  fiscal  1982  town  budget  in  the  amount  of  $6,612,049.  This 
represents  a  reduction  of  $467,409  over  fiscal  1981  and  a  distribution  of 
44%  ($2,906,677)  for  General  Government  and  56%  ($3,705,372)  for 
Support  and  Maintenance  of  Public  Schools. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  fiscal  1982  town  budget  the  Finance 
Committee  has  sought  to  respond  to  the  mandate,  expressed  by  voters  in 
the  passage  of  Proposition  2  1/2,  for  increased  fiscal  responsibility  on  the 
part  of  public  officials.  In  so  doing,  the  Committee  has  established 
priorities  for  the  allocation  of  the  town's  limited  financial  resources  to  the 
expanding  needs  of  the  community.  Top  among  these  priorities  have 
been: 

(1)  the  maintenance  of  an  effective  and  efficient  police  force. 

(2)  improvement  in  the  quality  of  public  education. 

(3)  proper  maintenance  of  public  streets  and  highways. 

Budget  deliberations  have  focused  on  the  objective  of  finding  new 
efficiencies  in  the  operation  of  every  town  department  which  would  yield 
an  increase  in  the  quality  of  town  services  at  no  additional  cost  to  the 
taxpayer.  Our  second  objective  has  been  to  reduce  expenditures  in  those 
areas  where  the  cost  to  the  community  has  not  been  fully  justified  by  the 
level  of  service  rendered.  This,  in  effect,  has  resulted  in  a  zero-based 
budgeting  approach  in  which  every  town  expenditure  is  evaluated  on  its 
own  merits.  Fiscal  1982  has  been  the  first  year  in  which  the  community 
has  had  the  opportunity  to  evaluate  expenses  in  this  manner. 

The  structure  of  the  annual  budget  is  such  that  those  expenditures 
which  comprise  the  greatest  share  of  the  total  town  budget  have 
experienced  the  sharpest  reduction  in  absolute  dollar  amounts.  The 
reader  will  note  that  substantial  reductions  have  been  made  in  the  School 
and  Highway  Department  budgets.  This  action,  however,  was  not  taken 
at  the  expense  of  quality  since  the  Committee  has  recommended 
reductions  only  in  those  areas  where  the  basic  level  of  service  was 
unaffected. 

The  Committee  has  acted  with  the  realization  that  certain  line  items 
comprising  a  department's  budget  request  offer  little  flexibility  in  terms 
of  potential  reductions  and,  in  some  cases,  must  be  increased  due  either 
to  inflationary  pressures  or  contractual  agreements.  The  main 
components  of  this  category  of  expense  include  insurance,  maturing 
debt,  pensions,  labor  agreements  and  energy  costs.  With  this  in  mind,  the 
Committee  has  worked  to  make  compensating  reductions  elsewhere. 

Significant  areas  of  reduction  in  the  fiscal  1982  budget  are  as  follows:

It  should  be  noted  that  the  net  effect  of  the  Finance  Committee's 
approach  has  been  to  retain  all  essential  town  services.  With  respect  to 
the  Palmer  Public  Schools  budget,  approximately  $100,000  of  the 
reduction  is  comprised  of  an  accounting  change  whereby  supplies  will  be 
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paid  for  in  the  fiscal  year  in  which  they  were  received. 

The  State  Department  of  Revenue  has  estimated  1982  "cherry  sheet" 
returns  to  the  Town  of  Palmer  to  be  $2,228,826,  a  $516,813  increase  over 
1981.  The  Finance  Committee  will  review  future  developments  with 
respect  to  this  projected  increase  in  state  aid  and  will  be  prepared  to 
recommend  to  the  town  meeting  the  reallocation  of  funding  to  various 
departments  should  this  source  of  additional  funding  become  available. 
The  subcommittee  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  will  make 
recommendations  from  the  town  meeting  floor  should  this  be  possible. 

Lastly,  the  Finance  Committee  has  recognized  the  contribution  of  all 
town  employees  to  the  growth  of  the  community  by  recommending  a  7% 
cost-of-living  adjustment.  This  increase  benefits  both  full  and  part-time 
town  employees  with  the  exception  of  certain  part-time  elected  and 
appointed  officials  for  which  no  increase  was  granted  since  the  income 
derived  from  this  source  is  in  most  cases  a  token  fee  for  the  service 
provided  to  the  community.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  Finance 
Committee  made  this  commitment  at  the  onset  of  its  budget  deliberations 
since  the  intent  of  the  Committee  was  to  provide  for  town  employees  the 
same  types  of  benefits  available  in  private  industry.  This  commitment 
was  made  in  spite  of  the  financial  restrictions  imposed  by  proposition  2 
1/2  since  it  was  felt  that  public  employees  should  in  no  way  be  penalized 
for  choosing  to  work  for  the  community. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  during  fiscal  1982  a 
comprehensive  personnel  policy  be  developed  which  would  clearly  define 
grade  and  step  increases  for  every  town  job.  This  would  go  far  to 
eliminate  many  of  the  inequities  which  now  exist  in  the  salary  structures 
of  a  number  of  departments. 

In  conclusion,  the  Finance  Committee  asks  that  voters  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  assess  the  recommendations  of  the  chairman  with  the 
realization  that  hours  of  time  and  effort  went  into  the  research  and 
evaluation  of  the  town  budget.  The  Finance  Committee  has  attempted  to 
respond  to  the  needs  of  the  community  and  to  balance  this  against  the 
expressed  desire  of  the  taxpayer  for  fiscal  responsibility.  We  feel  that  this 
balance  has  been  achieved  and  that  our  recommendations  are  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  community.
